Ag requested, we have reviewed the matter of medical care and treatment 
of our people overseas and our thouchts are swemarised belov,

The responsibility of providing medical care and treatment is 
on the Government. Its medieal officer or staff must not 
Gecline to treat our people. This seeme particularly evident 
respecting isolated locations. Any rveluctence on their part 
te give prompt and sypropriate treatment because of questions 
of possible liability should be eliminated aomehow by the 
Gevernment. Wight that be done by providine them with mal- 
practice insurance or its equivalent? Also, you may be able 
to utilize to advantage in this connection the fact that our 
people are docimented as Air Foree civilians. 


In aome situations and circumstances it presumably will be 
appropriate, and in some cases may be necessary, to utilize 
outside doctors and facilities. In instances in which adequate 
outside medical facilities are immediately and easily evailable 
and when the pergon is not incapacitated, suth facilities could 
be chosen by the person, If be is incapacitated it would seen 
that the Gevernment medical officer would have to determine the 
appropriate facility and see to it that the needed care and 
treatment is provided. In emergent situations end et isolated 
locations there may well be cages in which the man must be 
partially treated by the resident staff and flown to a: appropi- 
ate faeility, 


A paramount consideration is the need to provide aecessary 
medical care promptly, whether it be a case in whic’: such care 
must be given or arranged by the medical officer or a case in 
which it is feasible to provide it by giving prompt permission 
te the person to choose an outelde doctor or facility. 


Respecting the question of what insurance coverage exists to pay 
for medical care from a commercial facility, occupational in- 
juries are covered by Workmens Compensation Insurance and non- 
occupational injuries or illnesses are covered by Group Insurance 


(in the latter case general treatment by a doctor is covered only 


after 3rd visit). ‘To the extent that comercial facilities are 
used, it will be necessary for project offices to supply a cash 
acdvence. ur manager with the detachment will send us a report 
in such cases from which we will determine the nature of the 

insurance claim to be filed and we will then instruct him how to 


. prepare the claim form. To such extent as reimbursement is not 
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gpm: y Ae Ge necessary medical service rendered 

¥ @ priva or example, if security prevents filing 
einy ca axouit involved yould become a charge to be reimbursed 
under 8-56, thus liquidating the advance. fo the extent that 
reisburgament is received from the insurance claims, such money 
would be used to liquidate the advance.
